goods of requiſition, debts of arrear, uncertain rents, were ad; 
mitted as payment of direct contributions; and it was receivers, 
overſcers, collectors who trafficked in goods of depreciated value, 
and exchanged them in their office for real property which they 
had received; paymaſters concealed the payments which had been 
made to them, to obtain diſcharges from thoſe who were to ſuper- 
intend their accounts, and for advances which they had never made. 
Thus the public treaſury was ignorant equally of the funds ro- 
ceived, and the ſums which had been paid in the departments.

I am under the greateſt obligations to the Admiral, Sir John Borlaſe 
Warren, and the officers of the navy, for the judicious arrangements 
made for the landing and re-embarkation of the troops, and the activity 
with which they were put in execution. The immediate direction of 
tis ſervice was intruſted to Sir Edward Pelle v, who performed it in 2 
manner Sy creditable to himſelf, and advantageous to the ſervice.
